H E day after the battle W ash­ 
ingto n sent his nep hew, Ma­ 
jo r Lewis, under p ro tectio n o f 
a ilag o f truce, to attend up o n 
the wo unded General Mercer, the ex­ 
igency o f his p ursuit o f the Hying Brit­ 
ish and their subsequent p ursuit o f 
him having p recluded him fro m giving 
to his o ld friend that p erso nal atten­ 
tio n which wo uld have so acco rded 
w ith his kindly heart and the lo ng a f­ 
fectio n in which he hud held the o ld 
Sco tchman. 
Seymo ur received p ermis­ 
sio n to acco mp any Lewis, in o rder to 
ascertain, if p o ssible, w hat had beco me 
o f T albo t 
The men o f Mercer’s co mmand re­ 
p o rted that they had seen the two o f­ 
ficers dismo unted and fighting bravely, 
after having refused to retreat. 
The 
two yo ung o fficers were very melan­ 
cho ly as they ro de alo ng the fam iliar 
ro ad. 
Lewis belo nged to a Virginia 
regim ent and had kno w n bo th Mercer 
and Talbo t well, and, in fact, all the 
o fficers who had been killed. 
The o f­ 
ficers o f that little army were like a 
baud o f bro thers, and after every bat­ 
tle there was u general mo urning 
fo r the lo ss o f many friends. 
The 
casualties amo ng the o fficers in the 
•harp engagement had been unusually 
•evere and entirely disp ro p o rtio ned to 
the to tal lo ss; the bulk o f the lo ss had 
fallen up o n Mercer’s brigade. 
They fo und the general in Clark’s 
farmho uo e, near the field o f battle, 
lingering in great p ain, and slo wly dy­ 
ing fro m a number o f fero cio us bayo ­ 
net wo unds. 
He was attended by his 
aid, Majo r Armstro ng, and the cele­ 
brated l)r. Benjamin Hush came esp e­ 
cially fro m Philadelp hia to give the 
dying hero the benefit o f his skill and 
cervices. 
He had been treated w ith 
the greatest resp ect by the enemy, fo r 
Co rnwallis was always quick to reco g­ 
nize and resp ect a gallant so ldier. The 
kindly Quakers had sp ared neither 
time no r tro uble to lighten his dying 
bo urs, and the wo men o f the ho use­ 
ho ld nursed him with gentle and as­ 
siduo us care. 
He p assed away ten 
days after the battle, leaving to his 
descendants the untarnished name o f 
ä gallant so ldier and gentleman, who 
never faltered in the p ursuit o f his 
high ideals o f duty. Brief as had been 
bis career as a general in the Revo lu­ 
tio n, his memo ry is still cherished by a 
grateful p o sterity as o ne o f the first 
hero es o f tbat mighty struggle fo r 
liberty. 
, 
Details o f the British were already 
m arching to ward the field o f actio n tc 
engage in the melancho ly wo rk o t 
burying the dead when Seymo ur, un­ 
der Majo r Armstro ng’s guidance, went 
o ver the gro und in u search fo r Talbo t. 
He had no difficulty in finding the 
p in ee where his friend hud falleu. The 
field had no t been disturbed by any 
o ne.' A blo o dy fro zen mass o f ice and j 
sno w had sho wn where Mercer had 
fallen, and acro ss the p lace where his 
feet had been lay the bo dy o f Talbo t. 
In fro nt o f him jay the lieutenant with 
who m he had fo ught, the swo rd still 
buried in his breast; farther away were 
the two men that the general and he . 
bad cut do wn in the flrst\o nslaught, 
and at his feet was the co rp se o f the > 
man he had last sho t, his stiffened 
hands still tightly clasp ing his gun.

The ship's anchors in general u se u p 
to the beginning of the last centu ry, 
consisted 
of 
a 
long, 
rou nd 
iron 
shank , having two comparatively short 
strc’ght arms or flu k es. Inclined to the 
si; .u k at an angle of abou t forty de- 
g.ees and meeting it In a somewhat 
sharp point at the crown. In large an­ 
chors the bu lk y wooden stock was bu ilt 
u p of several pieces, hooped together, 
the whole tapering ou tward to the ends, 
especially on the aft or cable side. 
Abou t the beginning of the last cen­ 
tu ry a clerk in the Plymou th navy 
yard, Pering by name, su ggested cer­ 
tain improvements, the most impor­ 
tant of which was mak ing the arms 
cu rved instead of straight. 
At tirst 
sight this simple change may seem of 
little valu e, bu t consideration will sbow 
this is not the case. The holding power 
of an anchor depends on two principal 
conditions—namely, the extent of u se- 
amou nt of 
vertical penetration. 
The latter qu al­ 
ity is necessary on accou nt of the na­ 
tu re of ordinary sea bottoms, the su r­ 
face layers of which are generally less 
tenaciou s and resisting than is the 
grou nd a short distance below. 
In the year 1831 chain cables began 
to su persede the hempeu ones, w ith the 
resu lt that the long shank ed anchors 
hitherto in vogu e were no longer nec­ 
essary, 
and 
anchors 
with 
shorter 
shank s and with heavier and stronger 
crowns gradu ally came into u se. 
In 
consequ ence of these changes, a com­ 
mission was appointed in the year 1838 
to inqu ire into the holding power of 
anchors and a principal resu lt of its 
labors was the adoption of the so called 
admiralty pattern anchor, which con­ 
tinu ed to be u sed in the British navy 
u p to the year 1800. 
The invention of the steam hammer 
in 1842 made the welding of heavy 
masses of iron a comparatively easy 
and reliable process, so that from this 
time onward the strength of anchors 
fu lly k ept pace wTith that of the chain 
cables, which had come into general 
u se. A nu mber of patents for anchors 
were tak en ou t prior to the great exhi­ 
bition of 1851, and, pu blic attention 
having been called to the models there 
shown in the following year, a commit­ 
tee was appointed by the admiralty to 
report on the qu alifications of anchors 
of the variou s k inds. 
Practical trials were then institu ted, 
and, as a resu lt, some of the tests to

Nearly all the money thu s expended 
has been made in commerce, and the 
agent referred to above showed docu ­ 
mentary evidence proving that there 
are lots of men who do not mind pay­ 
ing as mu ch as £ 100 for every deer, 
£ 3 for every trou t and £ 20 every salm­ 
on they k ill, plu s the sport of k ill­ 
ing them. 
One of the most rem ark ­ 
able featu res of this letting is the 
fact that only abou t one in every hu n­ 
dred of the owners of ancient sport­ 
ing rights ever enjoys his privileges 
u s a sportsman. 
He either prefers 
or is compelled to part with su ch 
privileges, and those who tak e ad­ 
vantage of them are nearly all people 
in bu siness. 
This renting of fishing and sporting 
has even extended down to compara­ 
tively hu mble people in the provinces. 
Many a small York shire farm er is be­ 
ing k ept, and well k ept, not by his 
farming, bu t by the letting of some 
comparatively 
insignificant 
sporting 
right.—London Tit-Bits.
